Baltimore, Md., Sept. 25 (A.P.).— 
Senator William Cabell Bruce tonight 
issued a statement in which he re- 
iterated his charge that Senator 
Charles Curtis, Republican vice presi- 
dential candidate, had whisky in his 
pocket at the Pimlico race track here 
last year and furnished a written state- 
ment from a local attorney to corrob- 
orate his charge. The attorney’s state- 
ment said that he had had a drink 
from a bottle which the senator pro- 
duced from his pocket. 

The attorney, James A. McGrath, of 
a Baltimore law firm, declared in his 
statement that he, in company with 
Robert B. Ennis, another local attor- 
ney, and John Gray, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
had met the senator pt the track on 
the closing day of the meeting in No- 
vembe:, 1927. It said that Senator 
Curtis asked the three of them to join 
him in a drink, and that they went 
into the bar at the track. There, he 
said, after procuring four glasses from 
the bartender, Senator Curtis produced 
the bottle of O. F. C. whisky from his 
pocket and furnished the drinks. 

Afterward, he said, the senator re- 
turned tpe bottle to his pocket. 

Senator Bruce, in his statement, said 
that tle charge he made in his ad- 
dress at Westminster, Md., Saturday 
night, had originated with McGrath. 
He said he had met the attorney on 
the street about the time of the Re- 
publican national convention in Kan- 
sas City and that he had been told the 
story of the race-track meeting. 

Today he said, following Senator

Pittsburgh Investigates Graft. 


Pittsburgh, Sept. 25 (AP.).—An in- 
vestigation of “protected vice” in Pitts. 
burgh, similar to the Philadelphia in- 
quiry now under way, was launched 
today by the county grand jury. 

District Attorney S. H. Gardner pe- 
titioned for the investigation, citing 
the recent charges of Police Mazistrate 
John Verona that bootleggers and 
gamblers were paying ‘protection 
money to the police, and that prac- 
tically every official in the adminis- 
tration “of Mayor Charles Kline had 
knowledge of it. 

Verona, recognized political power in 
the Hill district and former chief lie.- 
tenant of Kline’s, was dismissed as & 
police magistrate yesterday oy the 
mayor, who held that Verona, in his 
capacity as an alderman, used his con- 
stables to harrass the police. In his 
letter to Verona, the mayor did not 
mention the charges brought by the 
former magistrate. 

The political strife %etween the 
Mayor and Verona flared up when 
Verona sent his constables out «0 
arrest police inspectors for disorderi7 
conduct, and the police started a drive 
of their own, arresting the constables 
on the same charge. 


“Lid” Declared Off. 


Verona was the first witness called 
today after Judge James B. Drew had 
ordered a grand jury investigation of 
the charges. He was before the jurors 
for nearly an hour and he was followed 
by a second alderman, a Republican 
ward chairman, a constable and a 
mewspaper man. 

District Attorney Samuel H. Gard- 
ner, who petitioned Judge Drew for 
the inquiry, said subpenas were out 
for others and the entire force of 
county detectives was held in readi- 
ness to serve any summons the grand 
jury might issue. 

Judge Drew, in his charge to the- 
jury told the investigators to call upon 
officials, “‘high and low” to sift charges 
made by Verona, which the court char- 
acterized as “a sweeping indictment of 
our public police system.” 

“This is no picnic I’ve started; the 
lid’s off,” declared Gardner. 

Verona, in his charges issued in a 
statement late last week, said there was 
widespread corruption in the police 
bureau and that graft had been paid 
to police for vice, gambling and liquor 
gelling privileges. He also alleged that 
every official of the administration 
from Mayor Kline down, had knowl- 
edge of the conditions he named. 


Gilmore Will Retain 
Philippine Position 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 25 (A.P.).— 
Yielding to the desires of Gov. Henry 
L. Stimson of the Philippine Islands, 
Eugene A. Gilmore will continue as 
vice governor, he announced today.

PRESIDENT RESENTS 
“ARMS PACT MOVES 


Refuses to Help Europe Make 
Political Football of 
Limitation. 


SEES MUCH HARM DONE 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge is not going to 
cooperate with European powers in 
making the naval arms limitation 
question a football of international 
politics. This was made clear at the 
White House yesterday by the medium 
of authoritative explanations as to the 
American Government’s position in the 
light of latest developments at London, 
Paris and Geneva. 


In the first place, it was made clear 
that the President will not permit the 
United States to be inveigled into any 
sort of informal tripartite conference 
with Great Britain and France to 
straighten out the unsatisfactory re- 
action to the the now-famous Franco- 
British compromise. There would have 
been no unsatisfactory. reaction, it is 
Suggested by officials here, if Sir 
Austen Chamberlain had not publicly 
announced part of the compromise 
plan and then kept the rest shrouded 
in inexplicable secrecy. 

There were indications here yester- 
day that Mr. Coolidge fin-s the whole 
maze of puzzling and conflicting public 
discussions of the disarmament prob- 
lem distasteful, if not positively harm- 
ful to the end which he assumed the 


sincere friends of armament limitation 
have in view. 


Nations’ Methods Contrasted. 


It was authoritatively explained yes- 
terday that the President has no in- 
formation or knowledge that an invi- 
tation is to be sent to the United 
States Government to join Great 
Britain and France in a tripartite con- 
ference on the Anglo-French compro- 
mise, 

By way of contrasting American 
methods with present methods emn- 
nating from abroad, it was pointed out 
that President Coolidge had invited 
the interested powers to an interna- 
tional conference at Geneva when the 
American Government had desired to 
have the problem of Iimiting nava: 
armaments taken up and discuss» 
with a view to actual accomplishment 

Some of the nations accepted while 
others refused to come to the confer- 
ence or to even discuss the invitation 
it was further explained yesterday, the 
latter references applying to the 
French government. There is a pre- 
vailing belief in diplomatic circles that 
President Coolidge has never reconciled 
France's action on that occasion to the 
hoped-for program of internationa: 
cooperation in the matter of limitirs 
armaments. It is not improbable 
therefore, that recent professions of 
French statesmen to assume leadershi: 
respecting the next naval armament 
conference do not ring as true as they 
might to officials of the United States 
Government. 


May Jeopardize Results. 


It would appear that President Cool- 
idge is primarily interested in getting 
results at a future naval arms confer- 
ence and is not particularly interested 
in the widespread and continued dis- 
cussions in the press as to what France 
and Great Britain may later do or why 
they entered into a secret compromise 
or what America should not do to fa- 
cilitate their plans. The seemingly 
endless amount of loose discussion and 
international jockeying with respect to 
the mext naval arms conference may 
seriously jeopardize future results, ac- 
cording to the viewpoint of officials 
here and it may not be far of the mark 
to suggest that President Coolidge 
himself is inclined to this view. 

The scheduled program-—apart from 
the public discussions—<alls for a 
meeting of the preparatory commission 
of the League of Nations to discuss 
the question of calling another con- 
ference on naval armament limitation 
and perhaps limitation of land arma- 
ments as well. 

The United States is interested in 
naval armament limitation and is rep- 
resented on this commission. The Pres- 
ident is understood to believe that the 
proposed meeting of the commission 
would have been the proper tribunal to 
hear and discuss the American viewpolnt 
as well as the viewpoints of other in- 
terested powers. Di~-ergences could have 
been ironed out far more readily at such 
& meeting than by discussions in the 
press, it is suggested.

LEAGUE ASKS SPEED 
POR DIOARMAMENT 


Urges the Naval Powers to 
Hasten Solutions of 
Their Problems. 


STRONGER PACT SOUGHT 


Geneva, Sept. 25 (AP.)—Further 
steps toward disarmament must be ac- 
complished with a minimum delay, said 
@ resolution adopted by the assembly 
of the League of Nations today. The 
solemn pronouncement urged the great 
naval powers to find solutions, in a 
spirit of conciliation and international 
solidarity, for the difficulties which 
they have encountered. 

The resolution, which was framed 
by the disarmament commission of the 
league, called for the convocation of 
the preparatory disarmament commis- 
sion by the beginning of 1929. 

Joseph Paul-Boncour, French dele- 
gate, warned the assembly that if this 
commission failed to draw up an ac- 
ceptable draft convention at that time. 
the result would be a catastrophe to 
league prestige and hopes 

“The league would be as a goddess 
despoiled of her crown,” was the way 
he phrased the idea. 


Greek Seeks to Ald Pact. 


A “general act” designed to give force 
to the Kellogg pact for the renunclia- 
tion of war was submitted 'y Nicholas 
Politis, noted Greek jurist. The act 
would provide pacific settlement of all 
disputes by pledging its signatories 
to use concillation, judicial proceedure 
or arbitration in accordance with the 
needs of each case. All states would 
be invited to subscribe to this instru- 
ment. 

Politis told the assembly that the 
Kellogg pact was an incomplete instru- 
ment in that it failed to provide for 
arbitration or mutual assistance among 
ira signatories. 

His “general act” was accompaniec 
by model treaties of concillation, arbi- 
tration, nonagygression and mutual as- 
sistance. All states were urged to nego- 
tiate and sign agreements of this na- 
ture. 

Discussion on the measuro probably 
will be resumed tomorrow. It is ex- 
pected that the assembly will adjourn 
after that session. 

A “terrifying Tower of Babel” is how 
Joseph Paul-Boncour, French represen- 
tative in the assembly, today character- 
ized in advance any international dis- 
armament conference which might be 
convoked without sufficient prepara- 
tion. 

Addressing the assembly, he praised 
the Franco-British naval accord as 8 
sincere effort to agree on methods of 
the limitations of naval armaments. 

He insisted that it would be a trag- 
edy to convoke a disarmament confer- 
ence before the preparatory commis- 
sion had framed a draft convention, 
and said that even the failure of this 
commission would be an international 
catastrophe. The French delegate de- 
clared that the league, if unable to pro- 
mote disarmament, would be a “god- 
dess dispoiled of her crown.” 

Germany is bitter because there has 
been so much belittlement of the sin- 
cerity of her fulfillment of the dis- 
armament provisions of the Treaty of 
Versailles Count von Bernstorff, Ger- 
man delegate and former Ambassador 
at Washington, told the assembly. 

He ridiculed the idea that Germany 
could quickly transform her peace in- 
custries into war industries, saying that 
her armed neighbors could overwhelm 
her before she would have any chance 
for self-defense. 

The German representative attacked 
@ resolution presented to the assem- 
bly by the disarmament committee by 
which the preparatory disarmament 
commission would be convened early 
in 1929 at the latest, declaring that it 
failed to fix a definite date for a dis- 
armament conference and left the 
league sitting with folded hands in 
the face of the biggest task.

OF AIR OWES IN FALL 


Lieut. W. L. Cornelius’ Plane 
Locks Wings With 
Another Craft. 


CHIEF RECENTLY KILLED 


San Diego, Calif. Sept. 25 (A.P.).— 
Death struck into the ranks of the 
“Three Musketeers” of the Army Air 
Service again today and wrote finis to 
the brilliant career of Lieut. W. L. 
Cornelius, the second of the daring 
trio of Army pursuit pilots to be killed 
within two weeks. 

Lieut. Cornelius fell to his death 
when his plane locked wings in midair 
with another craft piloted by Lieut. 
Roger V. Williams, of Spokane, Wash., 
at Rockwell Field here. The pilots 
were fiying in battle formation. 

Witnesses said Lieut. Cornelius 
leaned from his disabled plane but nis 
parachute caught in the intrument 


board and he crashed to earth with 
the two ships which remained locked 
together. Willlams saved his life with 
& parachute jump and escaped with 
cuts and minor brulses. The collision 
came when the planes were executing 
a Lufberry circle at an altitude of 
about 1,200 feet. 

Army authorities sald an official in- 
vestigation of the accident would be 
made. 

Lieut. J. J. Williams, leader of the 
little band of airmen whose dare-devil 
exploits and camaraderie made them 
modern prototypes of the romantic 
“Three Mu keteers” of fiction, was 
killed only two weeks ago while head- 
ing his fellows in thrilling evolutions 
at the national air races at Los Angeles 

Lieut. Irving A. Woodring is the lone 
survivor of the trio who, like the char- 
acters of Dumas, lived, ate and courted 
death together—"“one for all, and 4ll 
for one.” 

Following Williams’ death at Los 
Angeles. Cornelius and Woodring car- 
riled on and Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
took their dead leader’s place for the 
remainder of the air show. The trans- 
atlantic ace and his filght comrades 
thrilled the crowds with loops and 
other stunts while fiying in formation 
in their speed planes. 

The “Musketeers” were drawn from 
the cream of the Army's pursuit pilots 
and were rivaled in their daring only 
by another trio of the air, the Navy's 
three “Sea Hawks.” 

Cornelius was a native of Oklahoma 
and a graduate of the. University of 
Oklahoma, with A. B. and B. 8. degrees. 
He was 26. His parents live at Antlers. 
Okla. The filer was a member of the 
Missour! Valley Conference champion- 
ship baseball team of the university in 
1924 and later played professional base- 
ball with the Guthrie team of the now 
defunct Oklahoma State League, before 
entering the Army Air Service at Kelly 
Field, Sr Antonio, Tex. 

Woodring, the surviving member of 
the “Musketeers,” also is an Okla- 
homan. His home is at Enid. 

The trio were attached to the first 
pursult squadron at Selfridge Field, 
Mich., before being transferred to the 
95th pursuit squadron at Rockwell 
Field.

DEATH THREAT CHARGED 


ot. Clairsville, Ohio, Sept. 25 (A.P.).— 
John Eberhardt, 40, a miner, of Barton, 
near here, was arrested today on a 
grand jury charge of riotous conspiracy 


as the alleged leader of a gang of “night 
riders,” who attempted to lynch Lester 
Berry, 18, and Mrs. Goldie Wheeler, 21, 
near Barton, on the night of Septem- 
ber 1€. Miss Hannah Gallagher, Berry's 
sweetheart, escaped from the mob while 
tr three were being taken from a 
buggy in which they were riding. 

Eberhardt, arrested at his home by 
Sheriff F. C. C. Hardesty, was brought 
to the office of County Prosecutor Wad- 
dell, where he was questioned. He 
strenuously denied participating in the 
attempt to hang Berry and Mrs. Wheel- 
er, claiming that he knew nothing of 
the episode. He said he never had worn 
a white robe trimmed in red, such as 
was alleged to have been worn by the 
mob. 

According to the story the three re- 
lated to the grand jury, Berry and his 
sweetheart went for a buggy ride Sun- 


accompanied by Mrs. Wheeler, who was 
visiting at the Gallagher home. A 
short distance from home they were 
stopped by a band of masked men 
dressed in white robes trimmed in red 
who took them from the buggy. Miss 
Gallagher made her escape and ran to 
her home. 

Berry and Mrs. Wheeler were taken 
to a clump of trees about half a mile 
distant where ropes were fastened about 
their necks and the other ends thrown 
over limbs of the trees. The ropes 
were then tightened until the two vic- 
tims’ toes merely touched the ground 

While Berry and Mrs. Wheeler were 
dangling from the tree limbs, the mask 
slipped from the alleged leader's face 
and they were able to recognize him. 

When the alleged leader of the mob 
realized he was recognized, he was said 
to have given orders that they be cut 
down. That was done, with the ad- 
monition they were to mention the 
incident to no one under threat of 
death. The members of the mob were 
said to have boasted they were a “night 
riders club.” There were about twenty 
in the mob, according to testimony 
given the grand jury. 


Farmer Is Given Life 
For Possessing Liquor 


Ionia, Mich., Sept. 25.—The Michigan 
State Penitentiary will soon receive an- 
other lifer, sent up for possessing 
liquor. Circuit Judge Royal A. Haw- 
ley today pronounced a life sentence 
under Michigan’s new criminal, code 
upon Alonzo Noyes, a farmer. 

Sheriff William French and his dep- 
uties raided Noyes’ farm on Sunday 
and found five gallons of moonshine 
and an unregistered revolver. Noyes 
was sentenced in 1896 to four years for 
grand larceny; in January, 1903, to two 
years for burglary, and in October, 1905 
to five years for burglary. The finding 
of the moonshine constituted his 
fourth felony. 

Fred Palm, of Lansing, sentenced to 
life for possessing a pint of gin, is 
already serving his sentence.

Stafford Orders Oil Case to 
Proceed October 8, on Reg- 
ular Schedule. 


ROVER’S PLEA IS DENIED 


Postponement of the perjury trial 
of Col. Robert W. Stewart, chairman of 
the Standard Oil Co., of Indiana di- 
rectors’ board, yesterday was refused by 
Justice Wendell P. Stafford in Dis- 
trict Supreme Court. The court or- 
dered the trial to proceed on October 
8 in ‘accordance with the original 
schedule. 

To permit the Government's star wit- 
nesses, Senators Gerald P. Nye, of 
North Dakota, and Thomas J. Walsh, 
of Montana, to fill speaking engage- 
ments In support of their respective 
political parties in the current presi- 
dential campaign, District Attorney 


Leo A. Rover sought to have the trial 
postponed until December 3. 

After reading affidavits submitted 
by Rover and Frank J. Hogan, chief 
counsel for Stewart, Justice Stafford 
made his decision. There were no argu- 
ments in support of either contention 
and the entire proceeding lasted less 
than fifteen minutes. 

In his affidavit Hogan contended 
that the presence of Senators Nye and 
Walsh was unnecessary. He also 
pointed out that the Government had 
not complied with the law governing 
trial continuances because “the mo- 
tion was filed as long before the day 
set for the trial as reasonable dili- 
gence requires. 


Senators Not Needed, Claim. 


The defense affidavit declared “that 
Gerald P. Nye and Thomas J. Walsh 
have no knowledge or information in 
respect of any material matter relat- 
ing to the issue in the present case, 
except that they, among others, heard 
the questions which were propounded 
to the defendant on February 2 and 
3, 1928, and were present when an oath 
was administered to the defendant 
and that they also heard the defen- 
dant testify before some members of 
the aforesaid Senate committee on 
April 24, 1928. 

“Senators Walsh and Nye,” the affi- 
davit continued, “are not the only wit- 
nesses available to the United States 
for evidence of such facts. The oath 
was administered to the defendant and 
all the testimony given by him was 
administered and given in a large room 
before many people, including in ad- 
dition to Senators Walsh and Nye other 
United States senators, stenographers 
who were present for the purpose of 
reporting such proceedings as were 
there had, including questions pro- 
pounded and answers made; an assist- 
ant clerk of the committee, a number 
of newspaper men and other persons 
then and there present.” 

Hogan also pointed out that the 
shorthand reporters who were present 
and the transcripts of the notes made 
by them are available to the Govern- 
ment for production upon the trial of 
Col. Stewart. 


False Testimony Alleged. 


The charge against Col. 
sulted from his alleged contradictory 
testimony given before the Senate com- 
mittee in its investigation of the Con- 
tinental Oil Co. deals last February. 

Col. Stewart was indicted on the 
charge last June 25 of giving false tes- 
timony to the committee. 

Hogan pointed out that Stewart 
requested an immediate trial and the 
Government opposed the request on 
the ground that “criminal trials are 
not held after the 30th of June until 
early in the month of October. The 
trial date was then set for October 8. 

Hogan's affidavit also recited the his- 
tory of the Stewart prosecution from 
the outset, pointing out particularly 
that Stewart was first indicted by the 
Government for contempt of the Sen- 
ate in refusing to answer questions 
and was acquitted by a jury last June 
14. The present indictment, Hogan 
contended, was an admission that 
Stewart did talk.

2,300 LATEST ESTIMATE 


Miami, Fla., Sept. 25 ( ..P.).—With 
the hurricane death tol) in Florida alone 
now estimated by Red Cross officials as 
more than 2,300, the loss of life today 
mounted to a point exceeded by only 
one national disaster in the history of 
the United States. The Galveston tor- 
nado and flood of September 8, 1900, 
claimed 6,000 lives. 

The nearest approach to the recent 
hurricane in Geath toll, except at Gal- 
vesion, was at Johnstown, Pa., where 
2,209 were killed in a flood May ?1. 
1889. No marine disaster approaches 
this figure, 1,517 having sunk with the 
Titanic and 1,198 with the Lu ‘tanta. 
The San Francisco earthquake and fire 
took more than 500 lives, while the re- 
cent Mississippi flood caused only 289 
dcaths. 


$12,000,000 Fund Sought.

ure. 

The death list grew into greater pro- 
portions than any hed first imagined 
end the task of recovering bodies vir- 
tually swamped the personnel. Red 
Cross and military officials now admit 
that the exact toll of lives taken by 
the hurricane will never be known,

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INDICTING A PARTY. 


The public is disappointed in the fail- 
ure of Gov. Smith to discuss the Nation’s 
problems and his attitude toward them. 
During his Western trip Gov. Smith has 
spoken but twice on national questions— 
once on farm relief and once on Govern- 
ment ownership and operation of water- 
power plants. In his other speeches he 
defended himself against unfair attack 
and made an attack upon the Republican 
party as “guilty of these frauds,” refer- 
ring to the oil scandals. 

It is a question whether Gov. Smith’s 
indictment of the entire Republican 
party for responsibility for the oil scan- 
dals will reassure the public as to his 
ability to discriminate between fact and 
passion, and to confine himself to sound 
reasoning and logic in discussing a case 
that offers temptations for political cas- 
uistry. 

Assuming the guilt of all parties 
charged with crimes in connection with 
the oil deals, it can not be contended that 
the Republican party is “guilty of these 
frauds” without also charging that ap- 
proximately one-half of the American 
people are steeped in corruption. Were 
the Americans who fought in the Revolu- 
tion guilty of corruption because one of 
their number proved a traitor? Is the 
Democratic party to be held accountable 
for the alleged act of a conspicuous mem- 
ber of that party in bribing a member of 
the Cabinet ? 

If the Republican party was guilty of 
a conspiracy to defraud the Government, 
why was it that a Republican President 
ordered the relentless prosecution of all 
individuals charged with crime? The 
oil cases have been carried through the 
courts by a Republican administration. 
President Coolidge early gave notice 
that he would shield no man because he 
was a Republican, nor persecute any man 
because he was a Democrat. He ap- 
pointed a Democrat as associate special 
counsel for tiie prosecution of these 
cases. The Department of Justice has 
performed its duty without evoking any 
criticism from Gov. Smith or any other 
respectable Democrat. If anything has 
been nonpartisan and impartial it has 
been the prosecution of the oil cases. 

Gov. Smith criticizes Mr. Hoover for 
maintaining silence regarding the oil 
scandals while pointing with pride to 
the accomplishments of the Republican 
party during the last seven years. Pos- 
sibly the reason for Mr. Hoover’s silence 
was his knowledge at first hand from 
President Coolidge that the law would 
be invoked relentlessly against all per- 
sons charged with crime. It was not the 
duty of the Secretary of Commerce to 
butt into the affairs of other depart- 
ments, and the average citizen is likely 
to give him credit for common sense in 
attending to his own duties. He is not 
given to public denunciation of individ- 
uals, especially in advance of their con- 
viction, and is not so reckless in speech 
as to indict a whole political party for the 
acts of individuals. 

Gov. Smith takes note of the fact that 
the oil scandals were before the Ameri- 
can people in 1924. He adds: 

The® Republican party at that 
time, judging by the returns, must 
have convinced the American people 
that guilt in this instance was per- 
sonal and that it ran against the in- 
dividuals involved and not against 
the party. 

He then cites the alleged disclosures 
regarding the attempt of the former 
chairman of the Republican national 
committee to distribute ill-gotten Liberty 
bonds to Republicans who would con- 
tribute equal amounts to meet the com- 
mittee’s campaign deficit. These dis- 
closures, according to Gov. Smith, con-

If the Saturday half-holiday rule is to be 
extended throughout the year the order must 
come from Congress. There is no good reason 
why the rule should not be adopted. The 
Federation of Federal Employes is the’ proper 
organization through which to make the appeal 
to Congress, A mass of facts can be assembled 
to justify liberalization of the hours of Govern- 
ment labor. The tendency throughout indus- 
try is to shorten the hours of work and to in- 
crease wages. This tendency is not only 
proved by the heads of industries for 
of economic advantage as demonstrated by in- 
creased output and better workmanship, but 
it is in obedience to the irresistible pressure 
which makes for the “square deal” in America, 
in the distribution of prosperity. 

The workers of the United States, public and 
private, are entitled to share in the abounding 
prosperity resulting from the successful com- 
bination of capital and energy in the produc- 
tion of wealth. Capital is well rewarded for 
doing its share. Labor is higher paid, but it 
is not fully rewarded. It should have a dash 
of leisure as well as high wages, if it 
keep up the tremendous energy and enthusiasm 
that creates wealth. Every worker has a right 
to keep himself physically fit. If industry or 
government does not adjust conditions so as 
to enable workers to keep fit, it is not handling 
its end of the job scientifically, 
draining away its best asset—the efficiency of 
labor. “ Between extravagant and 
cessive strain there is a happy medium 
the worker should be placed. In that sphere 
he would be contented and most efficient, and 
therefore most valuable to the country and to 
his employer.

NEW USES FOR TNT. 


Even though TNT had never before been 
used for industrial purposes, the fact consti- 
tuted no bar to the Bureau.of Mines in work- 
ing out a formula for its safe employment for 
blastin® and cleaning purposes. ‘The high- 
powered, temperamental explosive is piled up 
in vast storesy and critics who are fond of 
pointing to instances of extravagance during 
the war period have not failed to make these 
explosives a theme. What to do with this 
material has indeed been a problem. Costly 
to keep, costly to destroy, its transportation 


alone a big item, regarded as a hazard wher- | 


ever stored, and with no end in sight to justify 
keeping it; all these factors entered into the 
problem. 

The Bureau of Mines is to be applauded for 
solving the equation of TNT in terms of 
pacific uses. Those uses are for blowing up 
dams, bridges and culverts, for clearing 
swamps, for cleaning up cut-over land, and 
for other work where tremendous energy is 
required. TNT, like a friendly giant, is 
now drawing the plow of industrial progress 
in ways that justify its manufacture, without 
respect to the original war need. 

That, however, is not the entire story. The 
explosive has been found not to have de- 
teriorated during the years, and is as vital 
for peace as it was for war. It is a contribu- 
tion to the resources of Government opera- 
tions as wedl as for private enterprise. 

Critics who have been captious about war 
wastes may now wipe from their list one that 
has been made a shining example. TNT is 
not a war waste, but a peace utility. 


“IN-BETWEEN” HOSPITAL SERVICE, 


Today no one need suffer lack ‘of medical 
attention or hospital service. For those who 


can afford to pay well the medical profession 


has produced physicians and surgeons of great 
learning and skill competent to deal with the 
most puzzling disease. For these patients 
well-equipped hospitals exist, with every 
creature comfort. For those who can not 
afford to pay facilities are also available. No 
decent physician or surgeon turns down an 
appeal for his services. The most famous 
medical men devote much of their time to 
charity work and in every community are to 
be found fmee hospital Wards in which the 
destitute are cared for. 

In between these classes, however, is the 
great group of per 
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not accept charity. Persons of this group find 
it hard to obtain the right kind of hospital- 
ization. They will not go into a free ward and 
they can not afford a private room. 

For the relief and benefit of the middle- 
class patient there has been formed in the 
Presbyterian dospital unit of the New York 
Medical Center an ‘‘in-between” service, which 
offers a private room to the patient, but which 
places the charges for food, nursing, labora- 
tory and X-ray upon the ward basis. Designed 
as a means between the service given free to 
the ward patient and that given to the well-to- 
do, the “in-between” service now faces actual 
test. The medical profession will watch the 
experiment with great interest. Wiéill persons 
of moderate means take kindly to it, or will 
they feel that they are objects of charity?

HIS ESCAPE IS RUMORED 


Tientsin, China, Sept. 25 (A.P.).— 
Treachery and bribery played leading 
parts in the overthrow of Chang Tsung- 
Chang, whose last remnants of Shan- 
tung troops were recently trapped be- 
tween Manchurian and Nationalist 
forces, according to information reach- 
ing here. The story is that while a 
conference was on among the leaders 
of the three factions, the Manchurians 
bribed Chang’s subordinates. 

One of the consequences was that 
certain terms which Chang agreed were 
favorable for his surrender have not 
been observed. These terms called for 
® position for him either as governor 
of an area that would hold back the 
communists of Mongolia or as head of 
a sort of buffer zone between Chihli 
and Manchuria, where the great wall 
runs down to the sea. 

Various rumors are current here as 
to Changs whereabouts. One report 
had it that he escaped to the sea and 
took a boat. 

The process of pacifying northeast- 
ern Chihli, where the fighting occurred. 
is progressing rapidly. 

Most of Chang’s men sub: itted to 
their captors, giving up their arms and 
being transported here for disband- 
ment. At Kuyeh, however, some of the 
prisoners attempted to resist disarma- 
ee and there were hundreds of casu- 
aities.

Gen. Frank L. McCoy, which con- 
tains two Nicaraguan members, today 
unanimously decided that every voter 
at the November 4 presidential elec- 
tions will be marked on the hand with 
a chemical stain as he casts his bal- 
lot. The details of the method of 
marking have been withheld to prevent 
politicians from marking their oppo- 
nents in advance of the election to 
keep them from voting. The nature of 
the chemical also is being kept secret. 

To avoid misunderstandings among 
the ignorant, the board issued a state- 


ment explaining the harmlessness of 
the chemical and the fact that the 
mark will disappear within a day or so 

An election official alleges that ma- 
licious agents are spreading reports 
among the Indians that the Americans 
will use a chemical that will poison the 
voters. Other alleged threats to hin- 
der the voting are rumors that the 
Americans eat children and that the 
Sandinistas will attack the booths, or 
kill those registering or voting. 

The election board is counteracting 
the adverse propaganda by official 
statements and indications show that 
the malicious rumors are having little 
or no effect.

The claim that the standing of the 
Besredka method of vaccinating against 
typhoid supports the method of vac- 
cinating against smallpox by mouth 1s 
not correct. Besredka’s theory is that, 
in protecting against a disease the stra- | 
tegic position is the gateway of en-| 
trance. In typhoid the wall of the in- 
testines is the gateway of entrance 
Besredka says if you oulld up the de- | 
fense at the gateway of entrance the 
remainder of the body can protect it- 
self. By means of these pills containing 
bacilli and bile he claims to build up 
the resistance of the gateway.

From tip to tip, the out- 
spread wings of some of the larger 
members of the tribe measure 17 feet! 

That is the largest wing-spread of 
any living creature, There was once a 
creature, the ‘“flying-reptile,” which 
had greater wings; but that creature 
lives no longer—the last of the tribe 
passed away millions of years ago. 

This albatross often follows a ship. 
It uses its mighty wings to flap, to sail, 
to wheel. Cases are on record where 
one of these birds followed a ship for 
two days or more without being seen 
to rest on the water a single time. 

The food of the albatross is chiefly 
made up of small fish. It has good 
eyes. a sharp beak, and a fine appetite. 
Many a fish says good-by to its home 
when this fisherman is around. 

Not always does the albatross know 
when to stop eating. Sometimes it is 
seen resting on the water gorged with 
fish, and unable to rise in spite of its 
great strong wings. 

Albatrosses make their nests on is- 
lands. Only one egg'—a large one, four 
inches long—is laid in each nest. Dur- 
ing the breeding season, seamen some- 
times steal upon the birds to kill them 
for food. The long wing-bones are 
often used for pipe-stems.

There is to be no extension of Sat- 
urday half holidays for Government 
employes, and it looks as if the hope 
of making these half holidays an an- 
nual institution will have to rest with 
Congress rather than the White House. 

President Coolidge has added one 
month to the summer half-holiday pe- 
riod by tncluding June and September 
In that schedule, and he feels that this 
Is as far as he can consistently go 
without the authority of Congress. To 
establish Saturday half holidays for the 
entire year would mean an additional 
labor cost of 12 per cent to the Gov- 
ernment, it was pointed out at the 
White House. 

The President, furthermore, is under- 
atood to feel that Government employes 
are generously treated in the matter 
of holidays. They have 30 working 
days aS annual leave and a month’s 
Sick leave besides, it was explained, 
without counting the legal holidays. 

One of the reasons advanced for the 
annual Saturday half holiday is the 
fact that the code of the District 
Columbia decrees that every Saturday 
is a half holiday. 

In dealing with

that Saturday afternoon is a holiday 
“for all purposes,” the latter words be- 
ing emphasized by italics 


Auto Parking Rules, 


The wording of the Distric 
raised a number of interesting 
questions with respect to Saturday aft- 
ernoon, including the question 
whether overtime parking regulations 
legally apply after the noon hour 
Saturdays. 


The Federation of Federal Employes |

Di trict Code Cited. 


This petition set forth legal cita- 
tions to support its contention that 
Saturday afternoon is at present a legal 
holiday the year around, and that it ts 
Only by special order when the service 
requires it that employes should be re- 
quired to work after 1 ~’clock on the 
afternoon of that day. 

The Code of the District of Columbia, 
section 1389, was cited. This section of 
the code, originally applicable only to 
financial transactions, is said to have 
been extended by the District Court of 
Appeals to apply to all official duty. 

The section in question names the 
several customary full holidays, and 
then adds “every Saturday after 12 
o’clock noon.” It includes all the holi- 
days named in the conclusion that 
they “shall be holidays in the District 
for all purposes.” 

The ruling of the Court of Appeals 
in the case of Ocumpaugh vs. Norton 
in 1904 said that this provision should 
“apply to all official duty and (should) 
justify the cessation of all work in the 
District of Columbia on Saturday after- 
noon. 


A ruling by Attorney General J. C. | 
McReynolds in 1903 gave virtually the | 


same verdict, adding that “if the pub- 
lic service requires it, the hours of 
labor may be extended by special or- 
der, and may include holidays as well 
as ordinary days.” 

The statement of the committee goes 
on to state that. it is the belief that 
appreciable benefit would accrue to 
Federal employes by extension of the 


holidays, and asks the I resident to act |

City Credit Men Are Told 


'Now Over Billion Yearly; 


Dr. S. I. Miller Gives 
Data at Meeting.

More than $1,000,000,000 a year is be- 
ing taken from the pocketbooks of 
legitimate business by commercial 
crime, Dr. Stephen I. Miller, executive 
manager of the National Association of 
Credit Men, told the Washington Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men yesterday. He 
a ‘ded that commercial crime now ranks 
as among the 25 largest industries in 
the country. 

The meeting was especially arranged 
for financial institutions, and a large 
delegation of District bankers attended, 

The annual waste due to fraud would 
be sufficient to buy outright all the 
real estate in Vermont, Delaware and 
Nevada, Dr. Miller said. Credit thefts 
he said, overlaps even stock swindles 
and insurance frauds. 

Dr. Miller asserte’” the war of legiti- 
mate business on the crook is just be- 
ginning. Results of the last three years 
that subtantial gains can be 
made through an organized campaign 
of business to stamp out the evil. 

He said the matter of cutting down 

the racketeer’s profits and forcing him 
out of business depends upon increased 
vigilance of credit executives, con- 
tinued vigor of the association’s puni- 
tive drive on business criminels, and 
the ready and unwavering cooperation 
of more firms in the drive against the 
crook.
